of most, persons the territory of Now 
Mexico is associated 
with Apache 


Indians, cowboys, tarantulas, and Me.y 
icans, all ot' which are popularly sup- 
posed to be a constant menace to the 
peace and welfare of the law-abiding 
white settlers in this new-old land. 
Well they do all exist here but not in 
such unlimited numbers as is popularly 
supposed unless, perhaps, I except the 
Mexicans, Miich like the summary 
clause of a school ram position are 
"too numerous to mention;" and in 
their ignorant, clannish, lazy condition 
are proving a serious stumbling-block 
to New Mexico, both in ictarding state- 
hood and the settlement and progress 
of the country, as well OH educational 
interests, it being less than a year since 
a public school system was adopted. 
This is mainly due to the Catholic 
influence, the priests ruling the mass of 
ignorant natives (if such we may term 
thorn) with an iron hand, and its cD'ect 
is felt largely in political as well a 
educational matters. But, although 
New Mexico and Arizona are to be the 
lust section of this great county to 
develop they will not bo lesser stars in 
the Union firmament when once this 
development takes place. The Mexi- 
can, the Indian a.'id all pro-historic 
conditions arc bound to give wuy More 
the great tide of immigration which 
haS swept all around them and must 
linally turn down these rich valleys 
and ove.- the ore-veined mountains 
bringing out the yet unheard of re- 
sources and giving Uiis south-west 
.ometbing more than a mere 11:11110 and 
existence. 


The New Mexico of to-day id by no 


means the inert territory of ten or 
tifteen years ago and many thrifty 
cities and villages a re }• row ing up along 
ts few lines of railway. Of theso the 
argest and most important is Albu- 
querque, a thrifty, growing city of 
10,000 people. If ere the banta Fe 
mad forms n, junction wilh the Atlantic 


Pacific, the latter while under n 


eparate management being to all in- 
enla and purposes a connecting link 
n the great Santa Fc system. 
Here 


ire located the general offices of the 
V. & P. as well as its shops, employing 
n the total 300 or 400 men and form- 
ng the mainstay of the place. 


The c ity has a good system of water- 


vorks and sewerage, is supplies.! with 
both gus" and electric light, well-organ-

This school 
is located on a GO-acro tract of land a 
couple of miles north of the city.

partments. They have a well-trained 
base-ball team and a brass band.

know what all working or playing side 
by side in the best of humor, where bin 
two or three generations ago their 


tors were shying around 
this, 


country trying to appropriate one 
another's scalps. The I'uebka bear 
mostly Mexican names but the wilder 
tribes have to he re-chmltnert when 


they enter the school. One fat faced 
Prima boy was masquerading under 
h e name of Jerry Rusk, while a tall, 
lathy IC-years-oId Apache answered to 
the name of Martin Luther. Robert 
Elsmere, John G. Carlisle and various 
other misfit names were observed. The 
education of these children I am as- 
sured is already having a pronounced 
effect up -a the various tribes. As 
schools nre cheaper and more desirable 
than armies it is hopeful this is true. 


One of New Mexico's chief beauties 


is of course its climate. At all points 
in the Rocky Mountain country from 
the northern boundry of Montana to 
-southern New Mexico exist the same 
advantages of altitude and pure air, 
the great natural restorative of weak 
lungs; but to many consumptives the 
sudden changes and cold winds of a 
largo portion of the mountain tract are 
too vigorous and herein is where the 
Rio Grande valley excels, for though 
storms and cold weather prevail to the 
north, east and even west nothing 
seems to mar the calm even tempera- 
ture of this valley with its sunshine 
and soft breezes. Health-seekers will 
conic here hy hundreds instead of tens 
when this country is better known. 


There are many subjects of interest 


through this south-west which furnish 
fruitful themes for writers of news- 
paper articles but upon which 1 cannot 
touch in this hasty sketch of a column. 
The Pueblo Indians, the possible de- 
scendants of the Arties, with their 
curious villages, religious customs, 
beautiful native pottery ana basket 
work; The'Navazos with their great 
reservation and its reputed wealth of 
go!d and silver, their handsome blan- 
kets woven from native wool on wide 
looms; The Moqui snake dance; The 
old Mexican settlements with their old 
churches and customs; the home of 
the cliff-dwellers, and many other sub- 
jects are worthy of extensive descrip- 
tion. To those whodelight in theatudy 
of antiquities, to foll-iw up the traces 
of bygone generations, yes, of bygone 
ages, there is no more inviting Held 
than New Mexico and Arizona with 
their ancient ruins und present settle- 
ments where people are delving along 
in blessful ignorance that they are two 
or three hundred years behind the 
times in which they live and yet scarce 
i day's ride from the busy hum of 
\mencan progress However, there is 
i great future for this region as time 
will attest.
